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DETAILED ACTION 

Applicants' response, filed 9 June 2005, has been fully considered. Rejections and/or 
objections not reiterated from previous office actions are hereby withdrawn. The following 
rejections and/or objections are either reiterated or newly applied. They constitute the complete 
set presently being applied to the instant application. 

Claims 7-10, 12, 13, and 186-190 are currently pending. Claims 1-6, 11, and 14-185 
have been cancelled. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC 8 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 12, 1 86, and 188-190 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 12 recites "the other of R 1 , R 2 , and R 3 is a hydrogen atom, halogen atom, sulfonate 
group, amino group, styryl group, nitro group, hydroxyl group, carboxyl group, cyano group, 
substituted or unsubstituted alkyl group, substituted or unsubstituted cycloalkyl group, -A or -L- 
A, wherein: L is -L 1 , -L 2 -L 3 etc. . 

It is unclear whether or not "L" in the claim is intended to be a positive limitation of the 
claim. If "L" does not exist in the structure, then what is the claim limiting? Clarification is 
requested. 
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Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 7-10, 12, 13, and 186-190 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by US 6,156,506 (priority May 26, 1994). 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1 .132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

US 6,156,506 ('506) discloses a method for detecting a target substance in a sample. 
Specifically, the invention can detect nucleic acid double helix as a target substance (column 6, 
lines 5 1-54) using pyrylium compounds. A change caused by the interaction through a target 
substance is measured to detect the target substance. The detection can be direct detection of 
coloring or discoloring of a solution of the reaction system as the result of a charge transfer. The 
detection can be the appearance or disappearance of luminescence in the form of fluorescence 
and phosphorescence etc. (column 9, lines 1-14). Target nucleic acids can be detected through 
hybridization with probe nucleic acids, as taught at column 9, lines 47-57). The solutions for 
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pyrylium include a mixture of water and ethanol, for example (see column 16, lines 61-67). The 
pH conditions for certain examples are pH 7 (column 57, line 27). The pyrylium compounds 
taught include those recited in instant claims 12, 13, 186, 188, 189, and 190 (column 11, line 5; 
column 11, line 45; column 31, line 45). 

Claims 7-10, 12, 13, and 186-190 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being 
anticipated by US 6,022,961 

The applied reference has a common inventor with the instant application. Based upon 
the earlier effective U.S. filing date of the reference, it constitutes prior art under 35 U.S.C. 
102(e). This rejection under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) might be overcome either by a showing under 37 
CFR 1.132 that any invention disclosed but not claimed in the reference was derived from the 
inventor of this application and is thus not the invention "by another," or by an appropriate 
showing under 37 CFR 1.131. 

US 6,022,961 ('961) discloses a method for detecting a nucleic acid by pyrylium dye 
intercalation (abstract). Specifically, pyrylium compounds such as those disclosed in instant 
claims 12, 13, 186, and 188-190 are used to stain nucleic acids (column 6, formula 1; column 7, 
formula 7) for fluorescence/luminescence. The compounds are used to stain single and double 
stranded nucleic acids (column 12, lines 27-35). The compounds are dissolved in an aqueous 
solution, including alcohols, for example (column 16, lines 7-16; column 18, example 1), at 
biological pH.
